In  view  of  the  renewed  activity  among 
speculators  and  company  organizers,  per- 
haps it  may  not  be  amiss  to  call  attention 
to  the  serious  injury  sure  to  result  from  the 
absorption  of  small  industries  and  commer- 
cial ventures  in  these  large  companies. 
Whether  it  be  the  consolidation  of  several 
small  salt-making  establishments  in  one 
large  syndicate,  or  company,  or  the  absorp- 
tion of  all  the  coasting  companies  in  one 
huge  steamship  company,  the  result  will  be 
the  same.  Under  certain  conditions,  it  is 
not  lo  be  doubted  that  a  consolidation  con- 
tributes hugely  to  economical  administra- 
tion and  must  therefore  yield  better  results  ; 
but  the  practice  of  extending  this  method  to 
all  undertakings  is  a  very  serious  mistake. 
For  the  country  at  large,  and  for  the  gen- 
eral and  individual  welfare  of  the  people,  it 
is  infinitely  better  to  keep  these  industries 
in  the  hands  of  small  concerns.  The  oppor- 
tunities for  gaining  a  livelihood  in  Brazil 
are  not  so  great  that  the  small  producers 
can  be  left  to  the  mercies  of  these  great 
combinations.

We  have  again  to  record  the  promulga- 
tion of  a  measure  ol  far-reaching  importance 
by  an  arbitrary  decree  of  the  provisional 
government,  the  Torrens'  law,  modified  to 
meet  the  views  of  the  minister  of  finance, 
having  been  signed  at  the  cabinet  meeting 
of  Saturday  last.  Our  lime  and  space  will 
not  permit  a  discussion  of  this  measure  at 
this  time,  but  we  are  convinced  that  a  ser- 
ious mistake  has  been  made.  Further  facil- 
ities for  encumbering  estates  for  the  purpose 
of  assisting  the  large  proprietors,  and  for 
furnishing  more  capital  for  speculative  oper- 
ations, cannot  fail  to  be  of  lasting  injury  to 
the  country.  Under  certain  conditions  and 
limitations,  the  Torrens'  law  is  useful  and 
even  advantageous,  but  at  the  same  lime  it 
may  be  made  an  instrument,  in  other  hands, 
of  infinite  mischief.  Until  Brazil  is  placed 
in  a  better  economical  condition,  which  can 
only  be  done  by  wise  legislation  and  earn- 
est work  during  a  term  of  years,  such  a  law 
as  that  now  despotically  thrust  upon  her, 
will  serve  only  to  complicate  and  embarrass 
the  development  of  the  country's  substantial 
resources.

The  criminal  suit  brought  by  the  Singer 
Manufacturing  Co.  against  Messrs.  Max. 
Nothmann  &  Co.  for  illegal  use  of  that 
company's  trade  mark  and  name,  was  finally 
decided  on  the  30th  ultimo  by  the  Tribunal 
da  Relacao  on  an  appeal  by  defendents 
from  the  adverse  decisions  in  the  lower 
courts.  The  case  is  one  of  exceplional 
importance,  is  it  illustrates  the  tendency 
of  recent  legislation  toward  a  more  rigid 
protection  of  trade  names  and  trade  marks. 
In  this  respect  Brazil  has  taken  a  much 
more  advanced  position  than  many  older 
commercial  nations,  and  it  is  not  at 
all  unlikely  that  this  clearly  just  decision 
will  lead  to  a  more  general  adoption  by 
other  nalioas  of  the  legal  maxims  laid  down 
for  the  betiir  protection  of  merchants  and 
manufacturers.  It  is  only  very  recently 
that  a  man  has  been  provided  with  legal 
remedies  igainst  the  fraudulent  use  of  his 
own  nami  on  articles  to  which  he  has  given 
reputation  and  profit  by  his  own  industry 
and  enttrprise.  Although  the  Singer  pat- 
ents hadexpired,  it  has  never  seemed  to  us 
just  thai  Messrs.  Nothmann  Ac  Co.,  or  any- 
body elk  should  be  permitted  to  make  ma- 
chines aid  label  them  "Singer  Sewing  Ma- 
chines., The  old  Singer  company  is  still 
manufacturing  and  certainly  has  an  exclu- 
sive right  to  the  use  of  a  name  which  desig- 
nates tie  manufacturer,  rather  than  the  arti- 
cle male.     Having   been  carried   through 


all  the  courts  provided  for  Ihe  trial  of  such 
cases,  and  having  been  decided  in  favor  of 
the  plaintiffs  in  every  case,  it  may  now  be 
considered  as  established  that  the  Singer 
company  has  the  exclusive  right  lo  use  that 
name  and  its  registered  trade-mark,  and  also 
that  the  laws  ol  Brazil  now  effectually  pro- 
tect merchants  and  manufacturers  against 
infringements. 


The  naturalization  circular  of  the  minis- 
ter of  foreign  affairs,  which  we  reproduce  in 
another  column,  calls  for  very  little  com- 
ment, It  would  seem  that  though  the  pro- 
visions of  the  decree  of  December  14th 
were  definite  and  imposed  obligatory  con- 
ditions, the  government  really  had  no  in- 
tention to  deprive  the  foreign  residents  ol 
ihe  country  of  their  own  nationality.  As 
llic  decree  is  exceptionally  short  and  ex- 
plicit, it  is  very  easy  for  any  one  to  interpret 
it  for  himself,  and  we  defy  any  one  to  derive 
any  meaning  from  it  other  than  that  all 
foreigners  residing  in  Brazil  on  November 
15th  are  ipse  facto  lo  be  considered  Brazilian 
citizens,  except  a  declaration  to  the  contrary 
should  he  registered  as  prescribed,  If  a 
foreigner  lias  no  opportunity  to  make  such 
declaration,  or  declines  to  do  so  for  reasons 
of  his  own,  he  becomes  a  Brazilian  citizen 
under  this  decree  without  any  act  or  sug- 
gestion of  his  own.  Except  the  decree 
means  the  very  contrary  of  what  it  says,  this 
is  a  clear  case  of  imposing  Brazilian  nation- 
ality on  the  foreigner.  If  the  government 
had  no  such  intention,  why  is  it  that  the 
decree  did  not  provide  that  all  foreigners 
resilient  here  on  November  15th  might  be- 
come Brazilian  citizens  by  a  simple  act  of 
registration  at  some  specified  place?  This 
would  have  been  just  as  simple;  it  would 
have  accomplished  the  same  results;  it 
would  not  have  interfered  with  those  not 
desiring  such  citizenship;  and  it  would  have 
given  the  government  a  correct  list  of  those 
becoming  citizens,  which  it  now  does  nut 
possess  and  can  not  gel.  By  a  strange  in- 
version, the  government  has  got  a  record  of 
what  itWoes  not  require,  while  that  which 
it  really  requires  is  unrecorded  and  indefi- 
nite, As  to  the  decision  of  the  minister  on 
the  inquiries  of  the  French  government,  the 
least  we  can  say  is  that  Sr.  Bocayuva  has 
succeeded  only  in  making  the  whole  busi- 
ness a  gross  absurdity.  According  to  his 
reasoning,  the  Frenchman  who  becomes  a 
Brazilian  citizen  under  the  decree,  may  re- 
tain Ins  French  nationality  by  a  simple 
reclamation.  And  should  he  owe  any  po- 
litical service  to  France  at  the  time  of  his 
naturalization,  the  Brazilian  government 
will  not  undertake  to  protect  him.  In 
God's  name,  then,  what  is  Brazilian  citizen- 
ship worth  ! 


RJO  SEAMEN'S  MISSION. 

REPORT  TOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DEC.  3  I ,  l88o, 

In  presenting  their  report  for  the  year 
1889  the  committee  are  thankful  to  record 
the  passage  of  another  year  of  what  they  be- 
lieve to  be  satisfactory  and  useful  work  in 
connection  with  the  Mission  among  the 
English-speaking  sailors  who  visit  this  port. 

But  while  they  are  so  far  thankful  for  the 
continued  progress  of  the  work,  they  can- 
not, in  reviewing  the  past  year,  put  from 
themselves  many  sorrowful  recollections  as- 
sociated with  its  earlier  months.  The  pro- 
longed continuance  of  the  great  summer 
heat  with  its  accompanying  severe  visitations 
of  fever  carried  off  many  poor  fellows  among 
the  crews  of  ships  entering  this  port.  There 
were  cases  in  which  more  than  half  a  ship's 
company  were  carried  olT  by  the  prevailing 
sickness.  The  committee  have  also  to  place 
on  sorrowful  record  their  own  personal  loss 
in  the  lamented  death  from  the  reigning  ep- 
idemic, of  the  late  Mr.  E,  W.  May,  whose 
long  experience  and  continued  interest  in 
the  objects  of  the  Mission  rendered  his  ad- 
vice and  assistance  of  a  value  hard  to  re- 
place. 

Various  other  changes  on  the  committee 
were  necessitated  by  the  removals  from  Rio 
of  Messrs.  E.  A.  E.  Phipps  and  C.  J.  Rel- 
ton,  the  three  vacant  places  being  filled  by 
Messrs.  Albert  Tootal,  Basil  Freeland  and 
W.  F.  Leeson.  The  Hon.  Treasurer's  post 
also  vacant  by  Mr.  F.  H.  Harrison's  de- 
parture for  a  lime  to  Europe,  was  filled  by 
Mr.  F.  L.  Sen  wind. 

The  regular  work  of  the  Mission  has 
gone  on  steadily  throughout  the  greater  por- 
tion ol  the  year.  The  Mission  Rooms  have 
been  open  daily  for  the  use  of  sailors  ashore, 
and  the  Sunday  and  weekly  services  have 
been  continued.  During  ihe  earlier  months 
of  the  year,  however,  much  of  this  was  sadly 
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interfered  with  by  the  intense  heat  and  the 
sickness  of  the  season.  It  was  found  im- 
possible to  get  sailors  together  for  the  ser- 
vices at  the  Mission  Room;  and  the  weekly 
"free  and  easy"  was  from  the  same  cause 
completely  neglected. 

During  the  year  the  rooms  of  the  Mission 
have  been  thoroughly  cleaned,  repapered 
and  painted  at  a  comparatively  small  cost, 
and  now  present  a  more  attractive  appear- 
ance 

Mr.  Hooper  has  continued  his  visits  to 
vessels  discharging  or  loading  at  this  port, 
and  has  held  Sunday  services  aboard  when- 
ever opportunity  has  permitted.  He  has 
paid  his  weekly  visits  at  die  Misericordia 
Hospital  to  English-speaking  sailors  whom 
sickness  or  accident  has  driven  there.  It  is 
much  to  be  regretted,  however,  that  the 
Hospital  authorities  do  not  permit  him  to 
distribute  among  those  he  visits  any  news- 
papers or  pictorials  that  are  not  distinctly 
Roman  Catholic  publications.* 

Mr.  Hooper  is  glad  to  be  able  to  record 
that  there  is  now  one  respectable  boarding 
house  for  sailors  in  this  city  where  they  are 
treated  with  some  amount  of  fairness  and 
honesty. 

Financially,  the  committee  are  able  to  re- 
port the  Mission  Fund  to  be  in  a  good  and 
improving  condition.  Fresh  subscriptions, 
principally  from  merchants  and  others  in 
Rio,  to  the  amount  of  750$ooo  have  been 
raised  during  the  past  year.  The  high  ex- 
change ruling  during  the  past  year  consid- 
erably diminished  the  amounts  subscribed 
iu  England  and  remitted  here;  but  the  loss 
to  the  funds  of  the  Mission  consequent 
thereon  has  been  more  than  met  from  these 
new  sources.  The  committee  recommend 
that  from  the  general  balance  the  sum  of 
836S840  be  passed  to  the  credit  of  the  Mis- 
sion Ship  Fund,  which  is  thus  increased  to 
y,ooo$ooo. 

The  committee  desire  Imther  to  renew 
their  thanks  to  the  South  American  Mis- 
sionary Society  in  London  anil  to  Kdward 
Golto,  Esq.,  ol  Hamsptead,  for  their  genei- 
otis  contributions,  as  well  as  to  all  other 
contributors  both  in  England  and  South 
America,  for  their  support  of  the  Mission. 
Thanks  are  also  due  to  those  friends  who 
have  kindly  forwarded  gilts  of  literature  and 
clothing  for  the  use  of  the  Mission,  and  any 
such  gifts  will  continue  to  be  welcomed. 
Nor  can  they  forget  their  indebtedness  dur- 
ing another  year  to  Mr.  Lamoureux,  of 
the  Km  News,  for  his  gratuitous  aid  in 
printing  the  reports  and  other  matter  con- 
nected with  the  Mission.

THE  CABINET. 

Genernl-in-chief  Manoel   Deodoro  da   Fottseca, 

chief  of  the  provisional  government,  constiluied 
by  the  army  and  navy,  in   the  name  of  the  nation  : 

Considering  that  the  nation  owes  extraordinary 
and  important  services  to  the  patriotism  of  the 
present  ministers  of  the  provisional  government 
in  the  abnormal  period  thai  we  are  passing 
through; 

That  to-day's  solemnity,  beyond  the  homage  ren- 
dered a  friendly  nation  upon  its  political  emancipa- 
tion, commemorates  military  feats  in  the  greatest 
campaign  fought  iu  South  America,  in  which  three 
united  South  American  nations  participated; 

That  military  honors  constitute  the  greatest  of 
remunerations  which  by  exception  may  be  rendered 
to  the  well-deserving  of  the  country,  and  that  the 
civil  ministers,  through  their  dedication  and  love 
for  public  interests,  have  become  entitled  to  this 
distinction  ; 

Considering  further  that  this  capital  owes  re- 
markable services,  in  the  preservation  of  order  and 
public  morality,  to  the  citizen  chief  of  police,  Joao 
IfctprUla  de  Sampaio  Ferraz,    offered  with  all  ab- 


liefore  the  clerk  ol  any  police  delegate  or  sub-dele- 
gate, or  even  before  the  diplomatic  or  consular 
agent  of  the  declarer's  nation. 

The  govemmtllt  maintains  the, resolution  of  am- 
plifying the  period,  as  was  attributed  to  it  by  the 
Jotnaliio  Commmw,  and  which  f  verbally  con- 
firmed  to  Messrs,  Wyndham  and  Blonde!;  it  was 
not  done  by  the  decree  of  the  15th  hist,  for  the 
following  reasons : 

The  time  marked  for  the  declaration  is  neces- 
sarily subordinated  to  that  fixed  for  the  election  of 
deputies  to  the  constituent  assembly,  which  is 
to  be  held  in  all  the  states  upon  September  15th  ol 
the  current  year. 

If  the  first  period  were  extended,  without  trans- 
ferring the  election,  there  would  not  be  sufficient 
time  to  execute  the  acts  regarding  foreigners.  To 
understand  this  the  following  consideration  suffices: 
Under  Art.  I  of  Decree  277  E  of  March  22nd  of 
the  current  year,  each  district  registry  commission 
must  organise  a  list  of  foreigners,  who,  from  pos- 
session the  qualifications  of  voters  and  being  resi- 
dents ol  Brazil  on  November  ijlh,  1889,  may  have 
been  registered,  without  application,  from  the  per- 
sonal knowledge  of  the  commission.  This  list 
must  be  sent  to  the  president  of  the  municipal 
chnmber,oriM/^«f/c«f/ii,and  will  serve  the  municipal 
revising  commission  in  proceeding  to  eliminate  the 
names  «>f  foreigners,  who,  within  the  established 
period  of  -,ix  months,  shall  tmve  declared  their  non- 
adherence  to  Brazilian  nationality.  This  process, 
however  short  the  extension,  could  not  be  done 
within  available  lime.  The  period,  therefore,  was 
not  extended  ;  but  this  does  not  prejudice  such 
foreigners  as  do  not  desire  to  be  Brazilians,  for  un- 
der f  of  Art.  4  of  the  decree  of  the  15th  inst.,  al- 
lied, reclamations  made  by  diplomatic  and

PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION. 

We  have  heard  it  reported  that  the  organization 
of  the  special  budgets  of  the  new  department  ol 
public  instruction,  postolTices  and  telegraphs  is 
under  examination  at  present.  We  do  not  wish  to 
lose  the  opportunity  oi  reminding  the  very  worthy 
professor  who  is  at  present  at  the  head  of  this 
department,  of  the  serious  convenience  of  at  once 
putting  an  end  to  the  old  disgrace  ol  the  appro- 
priation lor  primary  instruction,  which,  from  love 
for  the  future  of  the  country  and  for  his  reputation 
before  the  world,  can  not  and  must  not  continue. 

The  examination  of  the  old  budgets  of  the 
department  of  the  interior,  in  that  part  relative  to 
public  instruction,  furnishes  us  with  this  saddest  of 
results  :  although  with  two  superior  colleges  of  the 
capital  there  is  expended  745,568$.  although  with

NATURALIZATION. 

Department  ot-  Foreign   Affairs,  ) 
1st  Section— Circular.       \ 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  May  23rd,  tSqO. 
According  to  Decree  No.  58  A  of  December  141I1 
of  last  year,  published  in  the  Diario  Official,  with- 
out a  number,  under   date   of   the    15th,  those  for- 
eigners are  considered  Brazilian  citizens  who  were 
already  icsidents  of  Brazil  on  die   15th    November, 
save  a'decluiatson  to  the  contrary   made    before  the 
proper  municipality  within  the  period  of  six  months, 
counted  from  the  publication  of  the  said  decree;  and 
as  such  will  be  equally  considered  those  who  reside 
in  the  country  dining  two    years   from    the  date  of 
the  cited  decree, 

The  provisional  government  had  no  intention  of 
imposing  Brazilian  nationality  upon  the  foreigners 
referred  to  iu  the  decree.  Nevertheless  some  gov- 
ernments, and  in  the  first  place  that  of  the  French 
Republic,  have  considered  that  the  naturalization 
was  obligatory. 

This  government,  through  its  diplomatic  agent, 
has  asked  me  : 

ist.— What  would  be  the  opinion  of  the  provis- 
ional government  in  the  case  of  the  reclamation  ol 
a  Frenchman,  who,  not  having  made  previous  to 
June  Kth  the  declaration  indicated  in  the  decree, 
should  reclaim  his  original  nationality,  without 
having  exercised  an  act  or  enjoyed  a  privilege  that 
authorized  the  supposition  that  he  had  accepted 
Brazilian  nationality. 

2nd.— -How  would  the  provisional  government 
consider  the  case  ol  a  Frenchman,  protected  by  the 
decree,  who  might  return  to  France  without  having 
complied  with  the  obligations  of  military  service 
and  should  seek  assistance  from  the  legation  of 
Brazil  to  protest  against  the  qualification  of  de 
serler,  which  French  law  may  apply  to  him. 
I  replied  to  the  first  question: 
Decree  No.  5S  A  of  December  14th  of  last  year, 
conceiv-d  in  a  spirit  of  wide  hcspitality  a;:n=  at 
opening  the  Brazilian  domestic  circle  to  all  desirous 
of  entering  it,  without  the  slightest  constraint.  If, 
therefore,  a  Frenchman,  who  has  not  so  far  en- 
joyed any  ol  the  conceded  rights  under  this  decree, 
reclaims  against  his  naturalization,  this  reclamation 
will  be  favorably  received.  The  provisional  gov- 
eminent  has  no  intentions  of  creating  difficulties 
over  questions  of  personality  and  will  always,  in 
this  respect,  be  animated  by  the  most  conciliatory 
of  dispositions. 

I  replied  to  the  second  question  : 
[f  the  obligation  had  arisen  biftne  naturalization, 
the  legation  of  Brazil  will  not  protest  against  the 
decision  of  the  French  government.  Naturalization 
cannot  relieve  the  naturalized  from  the  obligations 
contracted  by  him  in  his  native  country  previous  to 
naturalization. 

By  Decree  No.  396  of  the  15th  inst.,  published 
in  the  Dunio  Official  on  the  16th,  of  which  I  en- 
close a  copy,  the  provisional  government  allows

Chermont  evidently  possesses  the  fault  of  "  talking 
loo  much  with  his  mouth."  Without  thinking  ol 
their  importance  or  how  their  words  will  look  in 
print,  they  say  things  to  newspaper  men,  and  when 
they  appear  in  type  each  letter  seems  to  them  to  be 
about  12  inches  long,  Then  they  become  alarmed, 
awake  to  a  sense  o(  what  a  position  they  have 
placed  themselves  in  by  talking,  and  fearing  subse- 
quent results,  deny  ever  having  made  any  such 
statements  and  virtually  declare  that  they  have 
been  grossly  misrepresented.  If  no  witnesses  were 
present  at  the  interview,  it  bvi  noes  simply  a  ques- 
tion of  veracity  between  the  two  men, 

I  do  now  swear  and  declare  upon  my  honor  that 
the  statements  which  1  have  attributed  to  Gov. 
Chermont  were  positively  made  by.him.  As  to  the 
truth  of  this  lam  willing  to  make  an  affidavit. 
Will  Gov.  Chermont  do  the  same?  lie  dare  not, 
unless  he  is  willing  to  commit  perjury. 

Finally,  let  me  say  in  conclusion,  as  another 
proof  of  Gov.  Chermont's  loyally  and  sense  of  obe- 
dience to  the  piesent  provisional  government,  that 
1  was  in  Para  on  my  return  journey  to  New  York, 
from  Rio  de  Janeiro,  when  a  telegram  from  Kio 
was  published  in  a  Para  daily  newspaper  to  the 
effect  that  the  piovistonal  government  had  decided 
to  order  Gov.  Chermont  to  revoke  the  decree  estab- 
lishing a  Un  on  rubber.  <  hi  llie  same  day  1  visited 
htm  at  his  palace  and  asked  him  whether  he  in- 
tended to  obey  'he  orders  of  Hie  provisional  govern- 
ment, ha viiii;  been  told  that  he  might  refuse.  Me 
replied  :  "  1  think  th.n  I  will,"  accentuating  the 
word  "think"  as  if  lie  had  m.i  fully  determined  to 
obey  the  government's  older.  "  I  do  not  think  the 
provisional  government  has  any  right  to  interfere 
with  me  about  a  matter  like  this,"  lie  said,  then 
he  added  the  brilliant  observation,  "I  think  that 
the  United  Stales  might  10  make  a  direct  treaty 
with  Para  about  rubber."

GOV.    CHERMONT'S  INTERVIEW. 
New  York,  April  22,  1S90, 
Dfar  Mr.  Lamoureux  : 

In  a  copy  of  the  Rio  News  which  arrived  here 
few  days  ago,  I  observe  thai  you  comment,  in 
friendly  spirit,  upon  the  fact  that  Gov.  Chermont, 
of  I'arS,  denies  llie  veracity  of  my  account  of  the 
interview  held  with  him  on  my  arrival  at  Para, 
bound  for  Kio  de  Janeiro,  in  December  last,  and 
which  appeared  in  my  letter  to  the  New  York 
World  published  January  51I1. 

1  have  been  absent  for  some  time  in  the  southern 
nail  of  the  United  States,  being  engaged  on  a  mis- 
sion for  the  World.  While  there  1  received  a  leiter 
I  forwarded  from  New  York)  from  the  president  of 
the  Club  Militar,  at  Para,  informing  me  that  Gov. 
Un-.mont  had  denied  having  made  the  statements 
winch  I  attributed  to  him  in  my  letter  tollie  World, 
and  asking  me  to  kindly  inform  him,  fthe  president 
ol  the  CluoJ  whether  Gov.  Chermont,  himself,  had 
or  had  not  misrepresented  mailers  when  he  denied 
having  made  the  assertions  which  appeared  in  the 
/Kv/.'/and  which  I  credited  to  him.  Let  me  ans- 
wer you  about  this  matter,  as  I  did  the  president  of 
the  Club  Militar. 

In  no  single  particular  have  I  wilfully,  or  uuwd- 
fully,  misrepresented  Gov.  Chermont.  1  imagine 
that  the  expression  which  he  most  particularly  ob- 
jects to  is  that  where  mention  is  made  oi  die  prob- 
ability of  Gen.  Deodoro  being  elected  permanent 
president  of  the  republic.  When  I  arrived  at  Para, 
I  knew  nothing  of  the  political  feeling  winch  ex- 
isted, and  beyond  wishing  the  patriotic  people  of 
Bra/i!  success  in  their  endeavor  to  establish  a  re- 
public, cared  absolutely  nothing  whatever  about  the 
political  feelings  of  one  faction  or  another,  nor  do 
I  now.  I  simply  went  to  Brazil  to  investigate 
the  general  situation,  being  quite  indifferent,  per- 
sonally, about  the  political  differences  which  ex- 
isted anions;  republicans,  t  simply  wanted  the 
news,  nothing  more,  'therefore  I  clearly  could 
not  have  had  the  least  intei est  in  misrepresenting 
Gov.  Chermont,  oranybodv  else.  In  my  interview 
with  him,  T  naturally  asked  him  if  he  thought  that 
the  provisional  ruler,  Gen.  Deodoro,  would  be 
elected  permanent  President.     With  a  shake  of  Ins 

head  he  replied  :     "  I  do  not  think  —   ' ■  '■"•■' 

soldier,  but   not   a   statesman.     '11' 
want  a  soldier  for  President 
he  will  be  re-elected." 

"Who  do  you  then  believe  will  be  elected?  I 
asked. 

"I  think  that  either  Senator  Saraiva,  of  Bania, 
or  Senator  Dantas,  will  be  chosen;  the  people  want 
a  nun  used  to  statesmanship  and  a  civilian,  not  a 
soldier,  at  the  head  of  their  government,  was 
Gov.

Whether 
the  two  vice-governors  arc  monarchists,  or  whether 
the  "bosses"  want  to  "run  the  machine"  their 
own  way,  is  not  explained. 

—The  Wotld  correspondent,  Mr.  John  C.  Klein, 
who  visited  Brazil  at  the  beginning  of  the  present 
year  and  whose  repotted  interview  with  Gov,  Cher- 
inont  at  Paid  has  since  been  denied  by  that  official, 
has  recently  written  to  the  Club  Militar  of  that 
city  categorically  affirming  every  one  of  the  state- 
ments made  by  him.  Mis  letter  has  stirred  up 
quite  a  lively  discussion  among  the  Para  paoers. 

—An  educational  expert  has  organized,  according 
to  the  Ceneio  do  Povo  of  the  20th  ult.,  a  table  of 
statistics  for  the  state  of  Bahia.  The  total  popula- 
tion of  the  state  is  estimated  at  1,769.259,  the 
school  children  at  277,381,  enrolled  at  the  schools 
19,135  and  in  attendance  12,757.  The  total  num- 
ber of  schools  is  706.  'ihe  authority  cited 
estimates  the  number  of  schools  necessary,  one  for 
every  50  children,  at  5,557  and  the  expense  ni 
about  5.557,000$. 

—The  recent  mail  advices  from  Rio  Grande  do 
Sul  show  that  the  vice-governor,  Sr.  Silva  Tavares, 
had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  disturbance 
at  Porto  Alegre.  Like  Pontius  Pilate,  he  washes 
his  hands  of  all  responsibility,  and  it  was  only  after 
one  regiment,  the  13II1  infantry,  had  ordered  a 
wing  of  ihe  301I1  infantry,  guarding  the  military 
academy,  to  permit  the  cadets  to  come  out  with 
4  guns,  that  Sr.  Silva  Ti  vares,  to  avoid  bloodshed, 
turned   over  the  government  to  Gen.  Biltencourt. 

—By  a  decree  of  the  26th  ult.  the  governor  ol 
Rio  de  Janeiro  created  the  city  of  Thercsopolis. 
Earao  de  Mesquita  and  Sr.  Domingos  Moutinho 
are  the  agents  for  the  creation  and  three  years  are 
granted  for  supplying  the  new  city  with  railway 
co  annum  cation,  the  construction  of  a  governors 
palace  and  public  departments,  &  water  supply  and 
sewerage  system,  ard  finally  lor  the  supplying  of 
the  new  city  with  public  gardens,  gas,  a  theatre 
and  hotels,  all  to  be  comprised  within  four  square 
leagues  of  area,  and  all  the  buildings  of  modern 
taste.  It  woulrt  appear  that  Thercsopolis  is  to  be 
the  future  capital  of  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro. 


Railroad    NJotes 


—Decree  No.  419  of  May  23rd  last  declares 
lapsed  the  concessions  granted  to  the  Minas  and 
Rio  railway  for  a  branch  to  Campanha  and  an 
extension  to  navigable  waters  on  the  Rio  das 
Velhas. 

—The  meeling  of  the  shareholders  of  the  Leo- 
poldina  company  to  consider  the  proposed  fusion 
with  the  Macahe  and  Campos  railway  and  the 
purchase  of  the  Docas  D.  Pedro  If  company,  is 
called  for  the  6th.  ' 

—A  decree  of  the  governor  of  Rio  de  Janeiro 
dated  on  the  19th  ult.  grants  an  interest  guarantee 
of  6  per  cent,  for  35  years  on  a  maximum  of  30,000 
per  kilometre  to  the  proposed  railway  from  Niclhe- 
roy  to  the  new  city  of  Thercsopolis.  The  con- 
cession is  for  70  years. 

—At  the  meeting  of  the  shareholders  of  the 
Sapucaby  railway  held  on  the  2S1I1  ult.,  it  was 
decided  lo  pay  2$  per  share  for  the  first  half  and 
3$  for  the  second  half  of  [he  current  year  and  3$ 
per  share  every  succeeding  half  year,  during  the 
construction  of  the  road.  Mr.  Bernard  Byrne  was 
elected  a  director  in  the  place  of  Sr,  Vieira  Souto, 
resigned.

—On  the  2isl  ult.  the  minister  of  agriculture 
asked  the  Treasury  to  place  tit  his  orders  Ihe 
sum  of  ^49,541.  13.  4  to  purchase  abroad  10 
locomotives  and  30  passenger  carriages  for  tile 
Central  of  Brazil  railway, 

—A  decree  of  the  governor  of  Rio  <le  Janeiro 
dated  on  the  24th  nit.  grants  a  6  per  cent,  per 
annum  guarantee  on  a  maximum  of  27,000$  per 
kilometre  for  a  railway  from  Pclropolis  to  Vns- 
souras.     The  guarantee  is  for  33  years. 

—On  the  28th  ult.  a  train  on  the  Central  of 
Brazil  railway  ran  into  a  herd  of  cattle  at  a  level 
crossing  between  the  stations  of  Joao  Gomes  and 
Dias  Tavares,  Minas  Geraes.  The  locomotive  was 
thrown  over  and  Ihe  driver  killed,  the  only  casual- 
ty. A  number  of  cattle  were  killed  and  the  line 
blocked  for  over  a  day.  The  driver  is  declared  to 
have  shown  most  praiseworthy  heroism  and  to 
have  saved  the  lives  of  Ihe  passengers. 

— At  the  meeting   of  the  municipal   provisional 

governors  of  this  city  on  Hie  30th  ult.  Gen. we 

mean  Dr.  Duarte,  the  president,  declared  that  he 
had  compromised  the  question  of  tree  passes  and 
fiscal  iza  lion  with  the  tram  companies  for  an  annual 
payment  of  67,000$,  which  agreement  goes  into 
effect  011  July  1st.  Tram  shares  should  advance 
under  this  decision,  (or  the  number  of  "dead- 
head" passengers  was  a  constant  source  of  com- 
plaint, Perhaps  the  army  and  navy  are  to  have 
free  transport? 


RIVER  PLATE  ITEMS. 

—Gen.  Hartolomeo  Mitre  has  been  restored  to 
his  former  position  in  the  Argentine  army. 

— An  epidemic  of  small-pox  appears  lo  have 
broken  out  in  Buenos  Aires,  18  deaths  from  that 
disease  being  reported  on  the  30th  ult. 

—The  custom-house  receipts  at  Buenos  Aires 
during  the  first  quarter  of  Ihe  current  year  am- 
ounted to  $13,191,000,  or  an  increase  of  $1,102,- 
000  over  the  same  period  of  1889. 

-The  railway  returns  of  Hie  Argentine  Republic 
show  a  total  extension  of  8,074  kilometres  under 
traffic  and  9,914  kilometres  under  construction. 
The  government  guarantees  amount  to  three  mil- 
lions gold  per  annum,  payable  in  January  and 
July. 

—A  telegram  Irom  Buenos  Aires  on  the  30th 
ult.  announced  that  the  Argentine  senate  had 
passed  the  bill  for  the  collection  of  50  per  cent,  or 
customs  duties  in  gold.  On  the  following  day, 
another  telegram  announces  the  formal  promulga- 
tion of  the  new  law. 


—Gen.  Glycei'io  and  Gen.  Salles  are  also  to  re- 
ceive uniforms  from  friends  and  admirers, 

-Acccording  lo  a  telegram  in  0  Paizon  the  30th 
an  earthquake  in  Asia  Minor  destroyed  a  village 
in  America. 

— Four  "sawbones"  want  lo  be  ex  I  rami  in  era  ry 
doctors  in  the  police  corps.  Gen.  Salles  has  re- 
ferred their  application  to  the  commander. 

—On  the  28th  ulto.  0  Paiz  mentions  a  rumor 
thai  the  war  department  is  to  take  charge  of  the 
Observatorv  on  Castle  Hill.  Why  not?  Every- 
body is  military  now. 

—  Instead  of  growing  delirious  over  ramie,  why 
will  not  the  Jornal  suggest  a  company  to  purchase 
a  number  ol  incubators  and  go  in  for  producing 
fowls  on  a  wholesale  plan? 

— Gen.  Glycerio  has  informed  the  governors  of 
slates  that  although  the  postoffice  service  has  been 
turned  over  to  Gen.  Benjamin  Constant,  he  is  still 
in  charge  of  the  subsidized  steamship  service. 

—On  Ihe  29th  ulto.  O  Paiz  commenced  a  series 
of  articles  on  beggars  in  Rio  that  will,  it  is  lo  he 
hoped,  free  the  streets  of  Rio  of  these  miserable 
wretches.  Then,  let  us  have  a  crusade  against  the 
loafers. 

—Gen.  Benjamin  Constant  has  ordered  the  di- 
rector of  the  postoffice  lo  pass  free  all  official  cor- 
respondence of  Ihe  Argentine  legation.  Of  course 
the  same  privilege  will  be  granted  all  other  foreign 
legations  ? 

—The  Republican  Congress  of  Volunteers  of  the 
Fatherland  and  Honorary  Officers  has  elecied  Brig- 
adier Generals  Uocayuva,  Glycerio,  Barbosa,  Alvim 
and  Salles,  and  Col.  Sampaio  Ferraz,  to  be  active 
members  of  that  association. 

—On  the  291b  ult.  38  convicts,  bound  for  Fer- 
nando de  Norcnha,  arrived  here  from  S.  Paulo. 
Among  them  is  Pinto  de  Almeida,  Jr.,  convicted  of 
a  particularly  atrocious  murder  at  Campinas  some 
three  years  ago. 

—According  to  the  Diario  do  Commertio  of  Ihe 
301I1  the  military  commission  unanimously  acquitted 
ihe  tailor  who  was  charged  with  inciting  sailors  to 
mutiny  and  has  ordered  the  informer  to  be  held 
responsible  for  his  wrong  information. 

—We  have  received  the  polite  invitation  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Italian  colony  here  to  be  present 
at  the  ceremony  lo  be  held  lo-day  /2ndJ  in  com- 
memoration ol  the  death  of  Prince  Ainadeu  Duke 
of  Aosla,  for  which  we  tender  our  thanks. 

—The  table  at  the  Superior  School  of  War  re- 
quiring enlargement  and  eight  eUra  chairs  being 
necessary,  the  minister  of  public  instruction,  acting 
for  the  minister  ol  war,  has  authorized  the  expendi- 
ture of  44$  to  meet  ihe  necessary  expenses. 

—We  hear  that  Ihe  first  complete  published  copy 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  International  American 
Congress  at  Washington,  which  was  senl  out  from 
the  State  Department,  was  brought  out  to  the  Bra- 
zilian government  by  a  passenger  on  the  Advance. 

—  Perhaps  as  amusing  a  feature  as  any  other  al  the 
present  moment  is  the  seriousness  with  which  the 
Court  of  Appeals  receives  habeas  corpus  cases.  Col. 
Ferraz  can  put  every  mother's  son  of  us  in  a  fort 
to-morrow,  and  "have  his  carcass"  will  avail  but 
little. 


—We  nee  by  our  Montevideo  exchanges  that  the 
United  States  corvette  Richmond  lias  left  that  port 
homeward  bound. 

—Let  us  dope  it  will  do  them  good.  The 
brigadier-general  minister  of  the  interior  has  been 
scattering  hymns  cif  the  proclamation  of  the  re- 
public broadcast  over  tin:  provinces. 

—An  abandoned  monkey — his  owner  was  Ihe 
abandonee — was  arrested  by  the  police  on  the 
morning  ol  the  251I1  ult.  and  confined  at  the  3rd 
police  station. 

— Gen.  Deodoio  formally  received  the  Peruvian 
minister  on  the  evening  of  the  19th.  The  Argen- 
tine minister  does  not  require  an  audience;  be  has 
the  "run  of  the  house." 

— On  the  26lh  ulto,  Admiral  Wandenkolk  ad- 
dressed  Gen.  Barbosa  a  very  sharp  note  in  which 
lie  asks  the  latter  to  order  his  subordinates  to  fob 
low  orders  from  the  navy  department,  which  are 
constantly  disregarded  to  the  prejudice  of  the  public 
service. 

—Admiral  Wandenkolk  has  asked  Gen.  Salles  lo 
strike  from  the  list  of  jurymen  ihe  workmen  at  the 
navy-yaid.  The  admiral  seems  to  think  thai  the 
men  had  better  he  at  work  than  hearing  cases  of 
stealing  a  box  ol  matches,  or  hitting  a  man  over 
the  nose;  and  we  fully  agree  with  him. 

—  A  funny  man  in  A  Democmcia  proposes  lo  sub- 
stitute Ihe  proposed  statue  of  Sr.  Affonso  Celso  at 
the  new  Exchange  building  by  one  of  Gen.  Ruy 
Barbosa  in  uniform.  The  party  says  that  the  ad- 
mirers of  the  two  ministers  wear  the  same  names 
and  that  ihe  same  material  might  l>e  used, 

—  In  reply  to  a  numerously-signed  petition  from 
Ihe  land-owners  and  residents  in  Botafogo,  the 
acting  president  of  the  municipal  intendemia  de- 
clared on  the  29th  that  there  was  no  intention  of 
permitting  the  occupation  of  the  water  trout  by  ihe 
Sapucaby  railway  in  ihe  manner  proposed. 

—  By  a  circular  dated  on  the  241b  ulto.  Gen. 
Barbosa  instructs  Treasury  agents  to  furnish  the 
department  of  agriculture  with  monthly  statistics  of 
exports  from  their  respective  districts.  But  why 
does  Gen.  Barbosa  restrict  the  tables  lo  exports? 
Surely  statistics  of  imports  aie  quite  as  important, 
if  not  more  so. 

--On  the  28th  ulto.  sonic  200  persons  met  under 
the  presidency  of  the  bishop  of  Rjo  de  Janeiro  and 
organized  the  Catholic  [tarty  to  dclend  ihe  interests 
of  the  church  at  the  urns.  The  bishop  of  Para  is 
chairman  of  the  central  commission.  A  lelegram 
was  sent  to  1  he  Pope  advising  the  organization  and 
requesting  his  benediction, 

—On  the  17th  the  minister  of  justice  addressed  a 
circular  to  governors  of  states  asking  for  informa- 
tion as  to  the  mileage  allowed  judges  that  are 
transferred  from  one  lo  another  post,  '  A  short  time 
agon  judge  al  Nova  Friburgo  received  130$  to 
change  from  the  hill  cily  lo  Nictheroy.  A  round 
trip  ticket  from  Rio  to  Nova  Friburgo  only  costs 
1 2  $000. 

—It  now  appears  that  the  celebration  on  May 
13th  and  the  telegrams  of  the  Confederacao  Aboli- 
cionista  did  not  cause  the  advance  in  Brazilian  se- 
curities abroad,  but  an  interview  of  Sr.  Antonio 
Prado  with  one  of  the  Messrs.  Rothschilds  did.  A 
S.  Paulo  journal  says  the  banker  was  surprised  and 
enchanted  by  what  the  Brazilian  statesman  told 
him,  and  made  copious  notes  during  the  interview. 
Mighty  innocent  lellows,  those  bankers! 

—On  the  2nd  ulto.  Gen.  Alvim  declined  the  pro- 
posal of  an  actor  to  construct  a  theatre  here  for 
lyrical  and  dramatic  representations.  Gen.  Alvim 
says  the  government's  money  must  be  kept  for  bet- 
ter purposes;  drought  expenses,  possibly.  On  Ihe 
same  occasion,  lo  another  theatre-builder  the  min- 
ister says:  "the  balance  Irom  the  lotteries  extracted 
lor  the  construction  of  a  lyrical  theatre  is  about 
25,000$  and  you  want  a  subsidy  ol  200,000$  per 
annum,  besides  other  favors, 

-Gen.  Alvim  visited  the  S.  Christovao  palace 
on  the  291I1  ulto.  and  decided  upon  the  modifica- 
tions necessary  for  the  assembling  of  Congress.  A 
large  apartment  will  be  prepared  in  the  center  of 
the  building  for  the  whole  congress  and  a  smaller 
one  lor  the  Senate.  The  larger  one  will  ulti- 
mately become  the  Chamber  of  Deputies.  The 
Gazeta  de  Noticias  hears  that  the  arrangements  will 
be  of  a  permanent  character  and  ihe  ex-palace  will 
be  the  Capitol  of  the  Brazilian  republic. 

—We  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  American 
residents  of  this  city  to  the  announcement  in 
another  column  that  books  have  been  opened  at 
their  consulate  lor  the  registration  of  those  desirim- 
to  retain  their  American  citizenship.  Notwith- 
standing the  benevolent  assurances  of  ihe  minisier 
of  foreign  aflairs  it  will  be  wise  to  consider  the  let- 
ter of  the  law,  instead  of  unexpressed  intentions 
and  complete  a  registry  which  places  the  question 
on  a  firm  and  legal  basis.  In  our  opinion,  a  certifi- 
cate of  such  registration  should  also  be  taken  out. 

—We  hear  it  whispered  that  the  protectionists  of 
the  United  Slates  now  propose  to  compel  Old  Sol 
lo  enter  that  exclusive  country  in  a  regular  manner 
al  the  custom  houses  ol  Portland,  Boston,  New 
York  and  Philadelphia,  and  that  permits  to  land 
will  in  no  case  be  issued  before  9  a.  m.  The  Chi- 
cago protectionists,  however,  will  contest  the  meas- 
ure to  the  bitter  end  if  that  ambitious  little  village 
is  not  also  made  a  port  of  entry  for  imported  sun- 
shine. The  New  York  Sun  will  ol  course  favor 
ihe  measure  as  a  means  of  protecting  its  well-known 
Park  Row  factory.  Another  rumor  is  to  the  effect 
that  the  eight-hours  law  will  be  enforced  against 
lite  alien  cucumber-raiser. 

—We  happened  to  he  looking  down  the  street  on 
one  of  the  rainy  days  of  last  week  and  saw  the  fol- 
lowing not  unusual  occurrence.  A  well-dressed 
lady  was  hurrying  along  the  sidewalk  and  every 
man  she  met  deliberately  took  the  inside  of  the 
walk,  with  their  umbrellas  opened,  and  crowded 
her  out  into  the  wet  street.  The  inside  of  the  walk 
happened  to  be  dryer  and  less  exposed  to  the 
splashing  from  passing  vehicles.  This  is  only  one 
instance  of  a  very  common  practice  in  this  city,  a 
practice  that  proves  the  simple  fact  thai  courtesy 
and  gentlemanly  consideration  for  ladies  are  among 
the  forgotten  customs  here  in  Rio  de  Janeiro. 


—The  U.  S.  corvette  Richmond  arrived  at  Bahia 
on  the  31st,  en  route  for  Norfolk.  Va. 

—  Michael  Collins,  one  of  the  crew  of  the  Br.  bk 
Ragmr,  while  spreading  sails  on  the  271I1,  fell  to 
the  deck  and  was  instantly  killed. 

—It  is  semi -officially  announced  that  the  govern- 
ment will  meet  on  the  loth  hist,  to  consider  ihe 
project  of  the  Constitution    as   submitted    by    the 


commission. 


—An  indignant  Portuguese  is  reading  our  young 
ancient  republican  Purdal  Mallet  some  lessons,  and 
tells  him  thai  all  lie  does  not  know  about  Portugal 
would  fill  a  basket. 

—The  reception  of  the  Chilian  minister  on  the 
30II1  was  very  enthusiastic.  Among  other  honors 
that  Sr.  Ilicrro  received  was  that  of  being  rowed 
ashore  by  a  boat's  crew  of  naval  officers. 

—The  (hrreio  do  Povo  of  the  28th  ulto.  says 
Gen.  Deodoio  has  granted  a  man  permission  lo  or- 
ganize a  brewery  company.  We  thought  the  min- 
isters were  charged   with  this  granting  ol  licenses. 

—Among  the  passengers  by  the  Stnata  on  the 
30th  ulto,,  was  Mi.  E.  A.  Bcnn,  manager  of  the 
London  and  Brazilian  bank  here,  Mr.  VV.  J. 
Crutlimack  will  manage  the  bank  during  Mr. 
Henri's  absence. 

— Friends  and  admirers  of  Gens.  Barbosa  and 
Itocayuva  are  to  present  (hem  with  full  uniforms 
and  accoutrements.  Col,  Sampaio  Ferraz  has  al- 
ready received  his  "war  paint"  from  an  admirer  in 
his  own  province  of  S.  Paulo. 

—It  is  said  that  the  new  Constitution  will  declare 
alt  Brazilians  to  be  soldiers,  and  then  establishes 
that  disputes  with  foreign  nations  "shall  be  settled 
by  arbitration.  The  soldier,  then,  will  be  only  for 
street  and  drawing-room  display,
